AN ATTEMPTED JUSTIFICATION OF THE

Mr. D. H. Puleifor, of Shawano, fi r 
merly a member of the Assembly, has 
written a li tter to the Milwaukee l?s- 
pubhcan, »u wh’ch he attempted to justi­ 
fy the apportionment of 1881 by showing 
that, in tas opinion, it was not any worse 
than the apportionment of 1871 and 1876.

Between three and four o’clock this 
morning the east end of 
bridge settled down—the 
touching the waters which 
meet it. It was rather a 
wreck, aud Street Commissioner Croft 
this morning went to work upon it with 
men and teams pulling away the planks 
and timbers, and carting them off, in 
preference to letting them wash down the 
stream. The bridge was built about 
twenty-five years ago, and had become so 
enfeebled that it has been deemed unsafe 
for some time, and the rising waters have 
only hastened what must have come from 
ordinary decay, and that, too, ere very 
long. The scene of the wreck was watch­ 
ed to-day by scores of citizens, and sight­ 
seers were constantly coming and going. 
Milwaukee street bridge seems to be a 
favorite spot for observation, and there is 
more or less of a crowd thoro ail day 
long. A cake of ice, or a bit of timber, 
coming down tho stream, is watched by 
scort»s, and as soon as it passes under 
tho bridge, the crowd run to the other 
side, 
and watch 
it go 
down 
and 
strike tho 
lower bridge, |and others 
on tho street seeing tile crowd on the 
bridge scamper, themselves run for the 
bridge, only to Aud that nothing so won- 
derfulis occurring as to warrant the exer­ 
tion of going to see it. 
Work is still being dono along both 
the lipper and lower water power, teams 
drawing gravel, timbers and planks be­ 
ing put where they will be the most good 
und every effort made to prevent possi­ 
ble damage. 
A lot of chickens which which have 
been roosting under tho cotton batting 
factory, have been imprisoned there by 
the rising waters, for some days, but 
were this morning rescued. 
The 
cotton factory cannot use tho 
building across the race, not being able 
to run tho looms by water-power. The 
machinery in the main building is being 
run day and night, looms and all, in or­ 
der to keep the production up. 
Tho water now runs over the top of the 
high stone pier at the west end of the 
dam, thus deciding a bet of a new hat* 
John Watson, who Is to get tho hat, was 
about tile only one who believed the 
water would ever reach as high as that. 
The water has risen at tho jail until it 
has drowned out the gas meter, and pre­ 
venting any lighting up except by kero­ 
sene aud candles. 
Mayor Lovejoy received a telegram 
from Fort Atkinson this morning saying 
that tho river thoro hail raised threo 
inches from 7 o’clock p. rn. to 7 o’clock a. 
rn. 
Tile river still rises at the rate of about 
one-quarter of an inch hourly. Last 
night tho river rose here about three 
inches. From ll o'clock this forenoon 
till I o'clock this afternoon, two hours, 
tho water in the basement of at McKey’s 
store raised just one-half inch. Iii the Re­ 
corder office there is now 18 indies of 
water. From noon yesterday till noon 
to-day tho rise in the 
river was six 
inches. 
The river is this afternoon six inches 
higher than in 1858, aud 12 inches higher 
than the high water mark of 1870. 
There is some uneasiness felt about 
the bridge at Monterey, one of the piers 
settling somewhat, and some of tho stone 
being washed o u t Planks have been 
pat in to lessen the pressure on the weak 
arch of the bridge, with the hope of sav­ 
ing it from fui thor damage. 
To-day there has been a tilling in at 
the head of the race to keep some of the 
water bock, so that the race has fallen 
several inches. 
Tile water was discovered about noon 


b r e a k i n g t h r o u g h a little by the postoffice 
basement, bat sandbags and dirt wero 
packed in and the leak stopped.
